Paris, May 22.—Ali is over. Seventy 
thousand Versaillists have quartered in the 
coming.

The Verssaillists 
are now moving for the Hotel De Ville 
where tle Communists will make their last 
etard. The Versaillists behaved splendidly, 
committing PO excesses. 

Bloedy Fighting. 

VEESAILLES, May 22.—Reports come from 
Paris thick and fast. The Palais D’Industria! 
i& surrounded by the Government troops, 
and the Communists inside bave been called 
on for an unconditional surrender. A part 
of the progress of a bloody fight occurred 
in the Rue St. Henore. The Versaillists 
charged down the street with fury, and were 
fearfully cut up by a concealed fire from the ; 
windows of the Conciergeries. McMahon 
planted 11 pieces of cannon on the 
city side of the Arch du Triomphe, 
amid the debris of the captured barricades,

A BIG TALK WITH THE INDIAN CHIEFS. 

A council was held to-day between the In- 
dian delegations now here and the Secretary 
of the Interior and Commuesiover Parker, on 
behalf of theGoverament. The chiefs nad 
abandoned their savage dress, and a 
iu dark vests, coats and pants. Commissioner 
Paiker began the talk. He called the atten- 
tion of the Indiens to the fact that gy | were 
promised annuities for only ten years, four of 
which have passed, and in the time yet re- 
maining they should try and take care of 
themseives as farmeis. He advised them to 
do 80, 98 they could live by hunting but a 
few years longer. When the Indians 
go bome said the Commissioner, 
it will please the President if the 
would stop on their way im the Indian Terri- 
tory acd attend the General Council of In- 
dians, to be beld there in the Creek couutry, 
the object of which 1s simply and solely for 
the goud of themselves and to establish peace 
and karmony and one geveral government 
among all the tribe of that country. At the 
conclusion of the Commissioner’s remarks, 
Little Raven said bis people were acxious to 
get together by themselves, and he was anx- 
ious to have a dividing line between white 
and Indian blood. A long time ago @& 
treaty of peace was made (Little Raven 
probably referred to Colonel Mitchell’s treaty 
in 1851), and soon afterward rich ores were dis- 
covered west of them. This brought the 
white man into their country. Then railroads 
came among them, and later other railroads 
came and drove the Irdians away from their 
homes. They do not know where tais is to 
end. 

The whites are approaghing them constantly, 
avd the Incians do not know what cvouutry 
they owp. He said peace existed before the 
soldicrs were statio.red among them, and 
asked that they be withdrawn. The;Whicbita 
chief thought that vearly all the lands which 
had bien given to oher Indiaps was the 
preperty of the Whichitae. This was his 
prircrpul complamt, and what be particularly 
desired was pay for it. “Here I am,” said 
BuffsJo, “pood, with a white man’s coat and 
pentaloovrs on. But there are no greea- 
backs in my pocket, ard now I hope 
the goverum«nt wil give me some to 
corry around so as toshow somethiog for the 
lands that buve been taken.’’ Secretary De- 
la.o made a short speech to the delegation, 
advisir g the [Indians to learn habits of civili- 
zation a8 £00on 38 possible, and form a govera- 
ment of their own, and they would be fur- 
pished with clothes and sgricaltural imple- 
ments, and schools and churches would be 
esteblished emovg them.

A DESPERATE FIGHT. 


The Killing of the Mexican Despera- 
do Juan soto. 

The Oakland News contains a detailed ac. 
eount of the desperate fight between Sheriff 
Moree aod the Mexican murderer Juan Soto. 
The sheriff and party found the gang im a 
valiey emong the Panoche mountains—and 
the News says: 

On entering the door Mr. Morse saw the 
man he was after sitting ata table, and in- 
stantly covered him with his revolver and or- 
dered him to throw up his hards. Soto 
refused, and sat sullenly watching 
for a spripg, pot daring to move for his pzstol. 
Morse ordered him three times to hold up his 
bands, and, keeping his eye steadily on the 
wretcb, drew out a pair of handcuffs and 
directed Winchell to approach and put them 
on, At that momenta stont Mexican woman 
seized Morse’s pistol-arm, a man grabbed the 
other, and while bis aim was deranged Soto 
sprai g bebind a third person, uttering a fierce 
oath and drawing bis own pistol. Morse tore 
loose them and shot over the head of 
the man tn front and through Soto’s hat, 
kvocking it off. Finding himself surrounded 
by the desperate inhabitants of the cabin, be 
sprang out of the door, and while on the 
. rcb Soto twice “got the drop on him,’’ and 
e etepped round the coroer of the house, 
where the fighting commenced in good 
earnest, if it had pot been tolerably lively 
before, Each fired four shots with- 
out effect. As often as Soto brought bis 
istol dowo to a ilevel orse would 
rop, and the bull dover. At this point 
in the conflict, Wicchell, having procured a 
double-barreled shot-gup, came raqund the 
house, fired avd missed. Soto then ran in'o 
the bonse, and Morse mace for horse to get bis 
“Henry” rfie. Soto came out with a big re- 
volver in each hand and ran for his horse, 
whicb was hitched nearby; the fhorse, being 
tnghtened by the firing, tore away, ana Soto, 
not being able to catch the animal, ran down 
the bill for another horee some distance off, 
intending to make his escape. 

In the meantime, Morse having go. pos<es- 
sion of bis rifle, fired at the fugitive about 150 
yards cfi, and shot him through the right 
shoulder; Soto staggered with the wound and 
at once returned towards Morse, with a pistol

. The Bxetutive Committee was clearly 
right when it decided that it had no power 
to remove Daweon and put Grant in his 
place. Dawson, by an error in the cast- 
ing up of the second ballot for Register of 
the Land Office, was declared the nomi. 
nee. The mistake, though detected by 
several persons who had taken the vote 
down as it was polled, did not happen to 
be discovered by the proper authorities in 
time for formal correction. The conven- 
tion adjourned sine die; that is, haying 
finished the business for which it had 
| come together, it ceased to be, and the

As 
soon as it was understood that an error 
had been made, the Executive Committee, 
having no legal jurisdiction, but holding, 
undoubtedly, a certain moral] jurisdiction, 
had but to send for the figures, which 
they did, and imvite the attendance of the 
contestants, which they did, and recount 
the vote, which they did, and come toa 
knowledge of the result, which they did. 

If the result gave the nomination to 
Dawson, why, very well; that ended the 
dispute. It it gave it to Grant, why, 
Dawson had only to step aside, whilst 
GRANT took the place which belonged to 
him as a matter of moral right, voluntarily 
conceded by all the parties to the in- 
vestigation, Dawson himself, as an honor- 
able man and a seli-sacrificing Democrat, 
leading the van in the generous work of 
forcing his competitor to take the post he 
was elected to. 


This arrangement, though irregular as a 
matter of litigation, would have been per- 
fectly regular, simple, natural and just asa 
transaction between the members of one 
household, everybody consenting, nobody 
objecting, the Executive Committee acting 
as an umpire and Grant and Ds waon be. 
having like brothers. Nay, we go further, 
and say that the thing might have been 
accomplished in spite of resistance on the 
part of either contestant. The Executive 
Committee, having sought a fair arrange~ 
ment and failed, had only to publish a cer- 
tified copy of the second ballot, along 
with a report of their procee lings, to array 
on the side of the righttul nom- 
inee an irresistible pressure of 
public opinion. Neither Dawson 
nor Grant had dared stand up against 
their informal but fair and proper ruling. 
Destruction at the ballot-box were the in- 
evitable consequence of such an act of 
contumacy on either part. 

The Eaccutive Committee did not pur- 
sue this straight and open course. On 
discovering that the second ballot tooted 
up for GRANT and not for Dawson, they, 
&s faras we can learn, made no effort at a 
just and voluntary arrapgement between 
the parties. Instead of doing this, they 
hit upon the extraordinary expedient of 
directing a third ballot to be taken by an 
adjourned and dispersed convention. This 
agreed on, Dawson withdraws and makes 
a great merit of his sacrifice. So, accord- 
ing to the plan thus sprung upon the 
people, we are to have an internal scuffle 
all over the State during the six inital 
weeks of the canvass, and the very 
depths of the party are to be stirred up 
in the face of the enemy in order 
to give Dawson another chance to 
get an office, the duties of which he is not 
discharging, and the nomination for whica 
he squarely lost, as the record, faithfully 
preserved and accurately compiled, has 
already testified in presence of many wit- 
nesses. 

The Executive Committee started out by 
confessing a want of jurisdictién. If this 
be true, as we think it is, with respect to 
the removal of Dawson, is it not true 
with respect to a new cut-~and-shuffle? If 
the committee have no pdWer to give 
GRANT his rights, what power bave they 
to assume an authority higher than that 
of a convention, to calla dead body into 
jife, to order the reassembling of its scat- 
tered elements by twos and threes, to 
provide tor a hundred little caucuses in 
back offices all over the State, and, finally, 
to receive and act upon sealed returns 
forwarded to their chairman, who is 
understood, along with a majority 
of his colleagues, to be acting, in the 
interest of Dawson? The indecision of the 
committee, the delay of Dawson to retire, 
the secrecy of the proceedings, the. failure 
to publish the second ballot, the circum- 
stances surrounding the taking of the bal- 
lot, and, above all, the novel scheme by 
which our councils are to be divided and 
our harmony interrupted, letting out the 
office of Register to be scuffied tor and got | 
by the most energetic and arttul log-rojler, 
all these circumstances furnish material | 
for suspicion and complaint.

The Southera Pacific. 

More than a quarter of a century ago 
Senator Bewron, of Mi#souri, urged that 
a-railroad uniting the Atlantic with the 
Pacific was a practicable idea; and some 


youre 

edhe Goverment ne amang ey a 
different routes. They discovered thet te} 
route near the 82d parallel was the most 
feasible both for climate and for easy 
grades. The idea was one of grandear, 
and it was seized upon by Hon. Rost. J. 
WALKER and othera of only less mag- 
nificent conceptions than that remarkabie 
man, and as that was a day ot Democratic 
power,and with its strict construction of 
the Constitution, the construction of the 
road was confided to private capital and 
enterprise, assisted only by the State of 
Texas. That government, when it became 
one of the United States by compact, was 
allowed to retain the lands withm its bor- 
ders, which, in the aggregate, cover as 
much space as New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Virginia, Ohio and all the New 
.Engiand States—an empire within itself. 
The Legislature of that State liber- 
ally endowed the original South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company with land 
grants and otherwise attempted to foster 
the project. 

A briet history of that road, which is 
now called the Texas Pacific railroad, to- 
gether with another.enterprise which bas 
been blended with itand forms a part of 
it, cannot be without interest to the peo- 
ple of the country. 

The original charter was granted by 
Texas, in 1852, to Roperr J. WALKER, 
Tuos. Butter Kixe, of Georgia, Epwim 
Post, of New York, and their associates. 
The capital stock was fixed at one hund- 
red millions and the books were opened 
in New York and New Orieans for sub- 
ecriptions. The point of commencement 
was on the extreme eastern border of 
Texas due east trom Marshall and extend- 
ing west through that city to the western 
boundary of the State. The present road 
is built on that line. The people of New 
Orleans and the South took stock at once 
and paid up $300,000, with which money, 
together with credit, the road was built 
from Swanson’s Landing, on Red river, to 
Marsbali, Texas, a distance of twenty-five 
miles. The Northern capitalists seem to 
have looked upon the idea as chimerical 
or considered that the returns from such 
an investment were too remote. So but 
little capital was secured Yn that quarter. 

The enterprise languished; money was 
scarce, capitalists either had no confidence 
im the project orin those who were at its 
head. The road was mortgaged, its 
affairs became entangled and the stock 
became worthless. Yet every few months 
there would be some spasmodic action of a 
few persons interested. About the year 
1857 Dr. JeptHa Fow xxes, of Memphis, 
Tennessee, was appointed financial agent, 
to raise money to pay off its debts, and to 
proceed with its construction. This was a 
jailure, and the road was sold out for the 
benefit of the Texas creditors to Jerr. M. 
SanpDERS, who bid it in, with all of its 
franchiscs, fcr $26,000 and its debts. 
SANDERS orgapized acompany with JoHN 
T. Grant as president, but the validity 
of the sale was denied by Dr. FowLkKeEs 
and his party, and they also organized a 
company with the Doctor at its head. A 
suit was instituted about this time by 
Texas for a forfeiture of thecharter. That 
was compromised; the suit was dismissed, 
all other controversies ended, and R, VY. 
KICHARDEON became the president. Its 
financial troubles continued, and in 1858 it 
was sold again, aud RicHaRpsos bid it in 
at $15,000. The year afterwards the same 
thing was repeated; it was sold 
under execution, and H. S. Fulkerson 
became the purchaser, for a nominal sum, 
and V. K. STEVENSON was elected presi- 
dent. Durmg these years only a few miles 
of road was built. STEVENSON in a short 
time resigned, and was succeeded by Jas. 
T. Houtman, who borrowed $150,000 of 
the school iund bonds by consent of the 
Legislature, which also agreed to give 
six thousand dollars per mile to aid in 
building the road. On the faith of this 
capital and aid the road was graded to a 
point twenty-six miles beyond Marshall. 
The bonds came into the possession of the 
company about the breaking out of the 
war. One-half the bonds was exchanged 
for Confederate bonds, and the other half 
by some unexplained means fell into the 
hands of a firm m Galveston. They are 
now in suit. 

During the war General E. Kirpy 
Smita had the iron taken up from the 
road to Swanson’s Landing and laid from 
Jonesville toward Shrevepor!, La. and 
within sixteen miles of that city. This 
was dore by order of the Confederate 
Government; and cars were run over the 
road. 

Other than what was done by the Con- 
federate Government there was no change 
in the affairs of the enterprise and no 
progress made during the war. 

Houtman died, and Jonn M. Waskom, 
ot Texas, became the president and took 
measures to proceed in building 
the road. He borrowed $100,000 from 
Mesers. R. B. Hatt, Lone, Monks & Cons, 
and others oi Louisville, and executed a 
mortgage on all its material, franchises, &c. 
With these means the company secured a 


Shreveport road and closed the gap—six— 
teen miles—between Shreveport and the 


Texas State line, thus having in operation 
a road from Shreveport and Marshall of 


| forty-two miles, When the notes to the 


Louisville party became due the company 


| could not pay them, the mortgage was 


foreclosed, and Hau, LonG and others, ot 


Louisville, bought nearly one-half of the 


road for the amount of that debt. Subse- 
quently Mr. R, B. HALu was elected 
President, and held it until he 
died, m 1869, when he was suc- 


ceeded by Wm. A. Hauser, who in tarn 


gave way to Hon. Marswa.t O. Rozerts, 


_ who bought a contro!ling interest and was 


elected president. 


During the time Mr. Hat. was presi- 
dent not only was the road operated 
successfully, but considerable progress was 
made, twenty-seven miles more was built 
the road being thus exter ded to Longview, 
a distance in all of about seventy miles. 
In 1867 the reecipts of the road 
were only $74,000. Under Mr. Hati’s man. 


in 1869 they were $274,000, and much 
larger for the past year.

The charter for this road was grauted 
by Texas some years before the war, to 
Hen, Bex Errenson and others. inandin 
téo, subsequently fell into the fh 0 
Dr. Jerraa Fow.xzs,who applied for aid 
trom the General Government, and issued 
a large amount of stock, which was sup- 
pled in liberal quantities to 
the lobby, &c., with a view to carrying the 
scheme through Congress. It failed, 
however, and ex-Governor JonEs, ot 
Tenpessee, was his successor as president. 
Jowns had displayed great energy in build- 
ing the Memphis and Charleston road, and 
great hopes were entertained from his 
‘connection. - Untortunately he died within 
a month trom the time of his appointment, 
Shortly afterward the war broke out, and 
this, like ail other projects of a simular 
character, was abandoned for the time- 
After the war, Hon. Bunz. Errerson 
again took the reins of government in 
his hands, and General FreMoNT became 
connected with it.

ot General Fumsorr, who undoubtedly im- 
posed on him, acted in bad faith and squan. 
dered or diverted the funds thus obtained 
to improper uses: This became a matter 
of unpleasant notoriety and undoubtedly 
deteated the bill then before Congress. 

It being a matter of doubt that Con» 
gress would act tayorably on the proposi- 
tion of the Memphis and E] Paso Company, 
ot which Gen. FrREemMonT had become 
president, he and his associates, among 
whom were several large capitalists in the 
Nortb, secured a charter from the State ot 
Texas, which granted them the right or 
way from the Eastern. border to El Paso, 
on the extreme west; and also the privilege 
of purchasing other franchises, including 
that of the Memphis aud El Paso road. In 
the meanwhile, Hon, Marsnidz, O. Ros- 
ERTS, of New York, as before stated, 
purchased or obtained control of the 
Southern Pacific railroad, and in this con- 
dition intended to apply te Congress tor a 
land grant to facilitate the construction of 
&@ great national railroad. The road, called 
the Texas Pacific, was then before Con- 
gress, and had alaeady passed the Senate. 
it was finally aggeed to bharmon- 
ize all conflicting interests, pass 
the Texas-Pacific bill and organize under 
it. This was done in New York on Apnil 
15,1871. The company meet in New York 
to-day, when a board of directors will 
be appointed. 

Hon. MarsHaun O. RoBERtTs, who 
owns the controlling stock, will undoubt- 
edly be elected president, for the enterprise, 
great as is its magnitude and resources, 
will also require the use of his name 
which is potent in financial circles, as well 
as the use of his money. If we are cor- 
rectly informed, it is the purpose of Mr. 
RORERTs to secure as directors men not 
only of character and influence, but those 
who will demonstrate their confidence and 
faith by paying a large amount of money 
down to give it credit and to assist in 
building the road. This, together with 
the large private means of Mr. RoBERTs, 
will obviate the necessity of putting the 
bonds of the company prematurely in the 
market. 

_ The company will have grand resources 
in land and otherwise, the State of 
Texas having donated to the different 

roads now owned by one company no 
less than twenty~two millions of acres of 
land. The United States Government has 
endowed the road with a land grant 
amounting to eight or nine millions of 
acres more; and, in addition to this, there 
is no doubt that the State of Texas is 
prepared to give additional aid in the 
shape of her State bonds. Altogether it 
will be observed that the prospecis of the 
Texas Pacific railroad are of the most 
hopetul character. 

The establishment of this line of com- 
munication between the two oceans is of 
the utmost importance to the country, but 
especially to the South. More than all 
recops'ruction acts that have been, more 
than all other legislation that can be, wil 

this tend to unite and make homo- 
geneous the people of the two sections. 

Trade and commerce between the peoples 

of the two sections create a mutual io- 

terest and dependence one on the other, 
and this, with rapid and frequent personal 

communication, wil} not only assuage the 

bitterness engendered by the war, but 

sweep away the deep-rooted prejudices of 

sectional feeling. Old Col, Damas said 

he always hked a fellow better after he 

had fought him; so our brethren, having 

fought, will like each other better when 

they shall have become better acquainted.

Is abou 
two hoursthe whole party were seiz-d with vio- 
leot vomiting, which continued ilil pearly mid- 
right. 

Dr. Brey fogie was called in and pronounced 
the symptoms to be those of poison. Mr. Burk- 
bardt was absent apd co.sequently escaped the 
calamity which might bave befallen him, but all 
the o ber members cf the family, consisting of 
Mrs. Burkbarct, two nieces, six children and 
three servants, were victims of the unfortunate 
meal. The contents of the stomachs appearei 
green and bilious and mixed with biood, 
A part of what was tbrown up at the third or 
fourth vomit was sent to Dr. Jenkins, the 
cbemi:t, for analysis, but nothing of a potsonous 
palture was discovered in it. Perhaps this was 
owlpg to the fact thattbe first vomit had com- 
plete ly cleansed tbe stomach of the hostileele- 
ment. 

Dr. L. P, Yandell, sr., was calied to see th- 
sufferers at Rev. Dr. Wilson’s, and succreded in 
relievitg tbem also. One of the boys was not 
very s riously til, bu. the other was reduced 
very low. His vomitiug was violent and fre- 
quent, and continued tilla late bour. Dr. Y. 
did not cop-ider him as oul o! danger unill 
pearly 11 o’clock. 

Dr. Thiusto.’s Caughter was not so violently 
attacked as the rest, but -be too suffered a great 
dea'. Abcut the same time tbat ‘bis happened 
cn Ches'put sireet, the family of Mr. Bradas, on 
Walnut street, vere also taken sick in the same 
way, and from eating cream puff. It is not 
known that they obtained them from the same 
confectionery. 

Different persons have visited the place where 
the purchatre was made and conversed with the 
proprietor. He states that the cream pus 
were made in a copper vessel, and this furnish- 
es a conjecture of how the #ad affair 
originated. It is supposed that the 
vessel afier being used was not thoroughly 
cleansed abd a quantity of verdigris jormed upoo 
the sider, which is a deadly poison, Of course 
when the vessel was used again this verdigris be- 
cime mixed withthe cu-tard or other contents
